Ziafiit  krrows  firstharKl  how  even  the  most 
gentle  exposure  to  Christianity  early  in  life 
can  bear  fruit  In  1980,  when  ne  and  ofiier 
Iranian-Americans  were  ejqae- 
riencing  persecution  because  of 
the  Iran  hostage  crisis,  a 
Christian  tutor  gave  the  young 
Muslim  boy  a  hfew  Testament 
"She  said,  'Afshin,  you 
won't  understand  this  book, 
but  I  want  you  to  hold  on  to  it 
and  read  it  later  in  your  life." 

Ziafat.  rediscovered  that 
book  as  a  senior  in  high  school 
and  eventually  maefe  a  life- 
altering  decision  to  follow 
Christ  Now  a  college  evange¬ 
lism  associate  for  the  Nortfi 
American  Mission  Board 
(NAMB),  Ziafat  shared  his  tes¬ 
timony  with  NAMB  trustees 
during  the  board's  Oct.  3  meeting  in 
Alpharetta,  Ga.

God  just 
develc^red  a  hunger  in  my 
heart  to  keep  readmg,"  2^at 
said. 

He  later  accepted  Christ 
during  a  Jay  Strack  evangelistic 
campaign. 

Like  many  other  former 
Muslims,  however,  his  decision 
bore  huge  consequences. 

His  fathei;  a  prominent  leader 
in  the  local  Muslim  community, 
final^  disooveied  the  decisions 
Afshm  had  been  hiding. 

"He  said,  'U  you  are  goir^  to 
be  a  Christian,  you  cannot  be  my  son,'" 
Ziafiitsaid,  "and  it  hit  me  like  a  ton  of  bri^, 
because  here's  a  God  I've  onfe  known  a  year 
and  a  half  and  here's  my  dad,  my  hero. 

"I  want  you  to  know  that  I  was  ready  to 
throw  up  my  hands  and  say,  'Forcet  it.  I'm 
a  Muslim.'" 

Ziafat  surprised  himself  by  telling  his 
father  that  if  forced  to  choqse  betwe^  bis 
earthly  fadiief  and  his  helivA^  ‘FarfiCT,  he 
woula  choose  Jesus. 


It  was  only  later  that  night  that  God  led 
him  to  Matmew  10,  where  Jesus  says, 
"Whoever  acknowledges  me  before  men,  I 
will  acknowledge  him  before  my  Father  in 
heaven.  But  whoever  disowns  me  before 
men  I  will  disown  him  before  my  father  in 
heaven." 

From  that  point,  Ziafat  said  God  start¬ 
ed  doing  "amazing  things"  in  his  life, 
including  providing  a  roommate  who 
also  was  a  former  Muslim,  tuition  sup¬ 
port  for  seminary,  and  an  opportunity  to 
develop  a  nationwide  speaking  ministry 
while  on  the  staff  of  Prestonwood 
Church  in  Dallas. 

Even  the  relationship  with  his  father,  he 
said,  improved. 

"So  I  just  want  to  encourage  you  that 
we  have  a  God  who  is  faithml,  even  in 
the  midst  of  persecution,"  Ziafat  said, 
adding  that  he  remains  confident  that 
God  can  draw  other  Muslims  to  himself 
as  well. 

"1  just  know  that  there  are  many 
Muslims  who  live  their  life  in  fear  of  God 
—  not  the  holy  fear  we  read  about  in  our 
Bible,  but  the  rear  that  God  will  condemn 
them  if  they  don't  do  enough  good  deeds," 
Ziafat  said.

Cancer  finally 
claims  life 
of  missionary 

KEARNEY,  Mo.  (BP)  — 
Charles  Beaty,  the  missionary 
who  inspired  Southern 
Baptists  by  refusing  to  let  can¬ 
cer  thwart  his  Christian  wit¬ 
ness,  died  in  his  sleep  Oct.  2. 
He  was  34. 

Diagnosed  with  a  terminal 
lung  cancer  in  1998,  Beaty 
and  his  wife,  Christy,  decided 
to  spend  whatever  time  he  had 
left  in  an  all-out  campaign  to 
mobilize  Southern  Baptists  to 
bring  a  lost  world  to  Christ. 

Instead  of  spending  his  final 
months  of  life  in  the  United 
States,  the  Beatys  returned  to 
their  mission  field  in  northern 
Africa  this  past  February.  They 
visited  old  friends  and  made 
new  ones,  encouraging  them 
to  realize  that  no  one  has  any 
time  to  waste  when  it  comes  to 
honoring  God  with  their  lives. 

Back  in  the  United  States, 
Beaty  refused  to  sit  and  wait 
for  the  cancer  to  take  him.  He 
busied  himself  with  speaking 
and  writing  opportunities  and 
enrolled  for  a  seminary  class. 
He  established  a  web  site, 
www.obeytherightthirst.org, 
hosted  by  First  Church  in 
Raytown,  Mo. 

Beaty  lived  to  see  the  )uly 
10  birth  of  their  fourth  child, 
Abigail  Clara.  The  couple  has 
three  other  children,  Amanda, 
9,  Alex,  4,  and  Ashleigh,  19 
months.

NASHVILLE,  Tenn.  (BP)  —  Young 
Christians  are  needed  in  the  mainstream 
media  to  counter  the  liberal  and  intensely 
secular  views  of  most  journalists,  sadd  Fred 
Bames,  executive  editor  of  TTie  Weekly 
Standard  and  host  of  "The  Beltway  Boys’' 
on  the  Fox  News  Channel. 

Bames,  a  well-known  Washington 
writer  and  Fox  News  conunentator,  deliv¬ 
ered  a  stinging  rebuke  of  tiie  media  during 
the  keynote  address  at  the  Baptist  Press 
Excellence  in  Journalism  banquet  Sept.  29 
at  Belmont  University  in  Nadrville. 

"The  mainstream  media  loathe  a  di^lay 
of  patriotism  and  an  expression  of  feith,  par¬ 
ticularly  the  Christian  raith,"  he  said.  That's 
why  you  see  so  little  of  it  amcmg  the  me<^ 
nbere  have  been  polls  that  have  showed 
that  over  the  last  2d  years  file  media  are 
intensely  secular  and  socially  very  liberal," 
Bames  said  to  a  crowd  of  more  tiian  160  stu¬ 
dent  journalists  and  guests. 

"I  would  add  that  the  Wadiington  press 
corps  are  arrogant,  disrespemul,  and 
exiiding  the  notion  they  are  better  and 
smarter  titan  the  rest  of  us,"  he  said. 

Citing  a  peril  by  Orlando  editorial  writer 
Peter  Brown,  Bames  told  the  audience  that 
tite  media's  liberal  bias  isn't  isolated. 

"It  wasn't  just  in  the  East,"  he  said.  "It 
was  all  over  the  country.  Th^  insist  on  a 
kind  of  political  correctness  tiiat  sometimes 
reaches  really  lau^table  extremes."

"I  don't  tiunk  they  are  going  to  be  since 
they  are  all  dead,  but  we  can't  call  them  ter¬ 
rorists.  At  ABC,  they  banned  tiw  wearing  of 
[American  flag  pins]  because  ABC  said  it 
would  be  divisive  and  it  would  show  that 
their  reporters  are  endorsing  a  cause. 

"My  tiiought  was  that  it  was  not  endors¬ 
ing  a  cause,  it  was  supporting  your  coun¬ 
try.  You  are  needed  in  the  media,"  Bames 
told  the  young  journalists. 

"Christians  are  needed  in  the  main¬ 
stream  media  not  because  there  are  great 
evangelistic  opportunities  —  there  obvi- 
ouslyjire,  but  s  not  the  real  reason. 

"The  real  reason  is  that  you  need  to 
bring  to  the  television  networks,  the  news 
chai^ls,  the  wire  services,  and  the  major 
newspapers  all  arbdnd  the  country  a 
Christian  worldview. 

"They  need  tiie  sense  of  hope  and  emti- 
minn  tiiat  most  journalists  don't  have,'^he 
said.  "Most  of  them  are  caught  up  wito 
seeking  to  find  bad  news.  We  need  people 
Mtiio  understand  tiie  moral  dimensions  of 
life,  and  so  maiw  don't." 

Bames  also  discussed  tiie  faith  and  val¬ 
ues  cri  President  Bush.  "Bu^  was  tiie  least 
lik^  guy  to  be  president,"  Bames  said. 

The  future  president's  life  15  years  ago 
was  uninmressive.  He  drank  too  much 
until  he  woke  one  day  witii  a  hangover  and 
said,  "Never  again."
